MiirJtcd by Stirring' Setup's and Inci- 
dents—Doubt That a Conspiracy Kx- 
isted Among Army OUiuurs Against 
the Ai-eusi'd Man.

martial 
proceedings opened with a 


skirmish entirely favorable to tlie de- 
fense over Colonel Maurel, president 
of the courtmartial of 1S94, who ad- 
mitted reading one of the secret docu- 
ments to the court, which had not been 
seen by the defense. He 
protested 


that only one document was looked at, 
alleging that this sufficed to enable him 
to form a conviction that could not be 
shaken. 


This protest made matters worse, be- 


cause, M. Labori pointed out, if he 
perused one it was his bounden duty to 
peruse all. 
Colonel Jouaust upheld 


Colonel Maurel in his refusal to indi- 
cate tlie nature of th 
document he 


read. 


All this, however, was only prelim- 


inary to a fierce battle that ensued be- 
tween M. Labori and General Mercier, 
the latter 
receiving reinforcements
